("Editor’s Note") 

(Text) The United States seems to be very proud of its hydrogen bomb 
test conducted in the Pacific on May 21, but the bomb actually missed the 
target by as much as 4 miles and blinded tiro persons. The U.S. Air Foroe 
Secretary bluntly termed the accident a "human error." This i» an astound- 
ing remark. 

Since the majority of the world** people have expressed opposition to 
the tests, the United States should have taken every precaution so that no 
"human error" nd^it occur. If the U.S, policy is as easy-going as this, 
no one can be sure that there will not be more "human errors" in “the future. 
Besides, do they not think that the very testing of nuclear weapons con- 
stitutes an intolerable "human error" from the standpoint of humanity? 

Speaking of absurdities, the U.S. interpretation of the spirit of the 
Japan-United States Security Pact that the United States is entitled to use 
Okinawa as a military base for as long as 100 years poses the danger of 
making Okinawa a "Cyprus in Asia." Even if the Japanese people are some- 
what forgetful, they still remember Mr. Dulles* remark on Sept. 6, 1951 
recognising Japan* s residual sovereignty over the Ogaaawaras and the 
Ryukyu B. 

According to the Brioe report, the United States will take action so 
that it can control for 100 or 200 years the American military bases now 
occupying 12 percent of the whole areaof Okinawa. Stuff and nonsense! 

It is true that Japan signed the Peace Treaty willingly, but she never 
promised that she would give Okinawa to the United States. 

We are "grateful" for the "kind" proposition that the United States 
remain in Japanese territory to defend it for 100 or 200 years until 
Japan’s military forces become strong enough to safeguard "international 
peace and security, " but if she is so kind, she ought not to provide the 
national defense forces with worn out planes. This "kindness" is what is 
making the United States more and more unpopular in all parts, of the world. 
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
